496 Enrolled 
In St. Aloysius

SAIGON, South Viet Nam (AP) 
—Ngo Dinh Nhu, the man behind 
the throne in South Viet Nam, 
lamented recently that "if any­ 
body's oppressed in this country, 
it's the government.’’

Monk Turned 
Away At U.S. 
Viet Embassy 


SAIGON. Viet Nam (AP) - A 
young Buddhist monk sought ref­ 
uge in the U.S. Embassy today 
but WM politely told he could 
not be admitted. 
The monk apparently sought to 
join three other Buddhists, includ­ 
ing a top organizer of the Bud­ 
dhist antigovernment movement, 
who were granted asylum in the 
embassy Saturday. 
The latest applicant for asy­ 
lum arrived in gray robes on font 
at the embassy chancery.

merce, laid it on the line to the 
Americans during a speech be­ 
fore the American Pro-Mexico 
Committee, a group of U.S. busi­ 
ness men dedicated first of all to 
making a living here and second 
to furthering friendship between 
the two countries. 
The business gospel of Mr. San­ 
chez Navarro for foreigners boils 
down to the following points, with 
the parentheses containing opin­ 
ions of the reporter and lint nec­ 
essarily of Mr. Sanchez Navarro: 
1. Learn the language. (He was 
too polite to say it, but many 
Americans who have lived here 
for a generation have Spanish 
vocabularies limited to "tamale,” 
"gracias" and "peso ") 
2. Learn the history. (Mexico 
is a complex country and a coun­ 
try of complexes. Find out who 
the Mexicans are, why they are 
the way they are, what their eco­ 
nomic and legal traditions are. 
Then, maybe you will be able to 
understand why things are differ­ 
ent here than in the United States 
and learn to live with the differ­ 
ences) 
S. Associate foreign capital with 
Mexican capital. (While the law 
does not usually demand it, it s 
safer to come in as minority own­ 
ers of a business. You are thus 
more likely to get the benefits 
and less likely to be hurt by new 
legislation.) 
4. It’s considered hardly sport­ 
ing for "subsidiary companies or 
branches in Mexico to acquire 
machinery from the parent com­ 
panies at high prices (which) re­ 
sults in the investment becoming 
artificial, the making of equally 
artificial (barges for depreciation, 
and placing the company in a 
privileged position to compete with 
companies, 
having real 
invest­ 
m ents” 
5. Thou shalt not limit the ac­ 
quisition of raw materials and 
semi manufactured 
products 
to 
nome determined region or some 


foreign company. (Mexico wants 
to diversify its trade and m ar­ 
kets) if American affiliates here 
buy only from the U.S., countries 
like Japan and West Germany, 
for example, will be less willing 
to buy from Mexico.) 
8. Go easy on technical assist­ 
ance contracts with foreigners. 
(If foreign experts come in as ad­ 
visers and take out high salaries 
or percentages, this represents 
a flight of Mexican capital.) 
7. Choose with care the execu­ 
tives and technicians you send 
■broad. Make sure they are aware 
of the problems of the country 
they are going to and also have 
its interests at heart as well as 
the interests of their companies. 
8. Do not go into a market fig­ 
uring you can afford to lose mon­ 
ey for a while and that the par­ 
ent company will absorb the loss. 
(This makes it tough on the do­ 
mestic 
companies 
here 
which 
have no parent firms to fall back 
on ) 
9. Do not cut the prices estab­ 
lished 
by 
existing 
companies 
(Competition here is considered 
harmful to infant industries in 
an economy that is trying to di­ 
versify and grow. If you want to 
compete, try to make a better 
product for the same price rath­ 
er than an equal product more 
cheaply.) 
IO Aim your advertising and 
promotional campaigns at increas­ 
ing rather than displacing the 
market. 
11. .Show n favoritism to fellow 
Americans. 
Train Mexicans to 
take over the key positions in this 
country. (Not only are Mexicans 
sensitive about what they consid­ 
er “gringos" coming in and get­ 
ting the plush jobs in their coun­ 
try, but they need desperately to 
build their own managerial class. 
This training helps and is ap­ 
preciated.) 
12. Keep out of Mexican politics, 
but do not keep out of Mexican 
life. (Americans tend to form their 
own “colonies” in Mexico. There 
are 
American 
residential 
dis­ 
tricts. 
an 
American 
Club, 
an 
American Society and a dozen 
other American thises and thats 
where Mexicans are regarded as 
second-class citizens in their own 
country. Needless to say. t h e y 
don't like it. In truth, however. 
it should also be pointed out that 
most Mexicans are reluctant to 
take foreigners into their own 
circles.

QI ESTRIN: There is always sonvf water in the air m the form 
of invisible water vapor This i« what “humidity’' means. If 
rt's very humid, there is much water vapor As more and more 
water is taken up, the air approaches its ‘ dew point ”, or point 
where ii can blk! no more The higher the temperature, the more 
water air will hold liefore it reaches its dew point. If the tem­ 
perature is W5 degrees, air can hold only 30.4 grams of water 
\apor per cubic meter; so when it has this amount it is "satur­ 
ated.’’ or has a “relative humidity ’ of IOO per cent. If the tem- 
[>erature is lower, the air will reach its dew point with less water 
vapor. 
After air has reaehfd its dew point, the extra moisture will 
condense or betome visible as drops of water if it cornea into 
contact with something cool At night, objects likes leaves and 
spider wells cool down quickly and the air next to them also 
cools down When this air reaches ifs dew point the extra mois­ 
ture condenses in sparkling drops, which we see in the morning 
sunlight as dew.
